EXILES OF the north. 

VVhite Men Along Cumberland Sound, 
Where News Is Two Years Old. 

Probably the last white man to hear 
Of the death of Pope Leo will be the ' 
Rev. James Peck, an Anglican mis¬ 
sionary laboring among the Esquimaus 
in Cumberland Sound, an inlet on the 
vast unexplored area north of Hudson 
Bay, He did not learn of the death of ! 
Queen Victoria for eighteen months * 
yter its occurrence, when a storm- 
tossed whaler entered the region and 
.imparted to him the news in July, 
1902, This devoted cleric has estab¬ 
lished himself in that far-olf country 
in order to bring to the pagan Ecqui- 
maus the blessings of the Christian 
faith; hut the extreme to which man 
will go in the pursuit of weallh are 
illustrated by the fact that there are 
two whaling stations in the same re- 
gion, the principals of v/hich, a Ger¬ 
man and a Scotchman, have been 
thirty and twenty-seven years there, 
respectively, without once leaving, 

Cumberland Sound is 250 miles 
north of Hudson Strait, and is one of 
the most desolate, cheerless regions 
In the world. Two whaling stations 
are established there, at Kekkerton 
I and Blackhead, and the fishing is done 
by the Esquimaus, These, through 
, intercourse with civilized men and the 
, use of civilized weapons, have quite 
lost iheir native art of killing the levi¬ 
athans with the primitive harpoons of 
hone and flint which their ancestors 
hurled with stout arms from sealskin 
kayaks, tiring out the great creatures 
by inflated skin buoys attached to 
ropes of W'alrus hide. 

Imstead, the Esquimaus of to-da:/ 
pursue the hunt after the civii;-:ed 
fashion—in stout wooden boats, with 
steel harpoons and lines of hemn—■ 
and the industry pays chiefly because 
such labor is so cheap, being paid for 
in goods and necessa.ries of life. As 
has been the experience with aborig¬ 
inal races •elsewhere, the Esquimau 
can no longer return to his primitive 
condition of existen'C'e. He would cer¬ 
tainly starve if he did, and, therefore, 
he must rely on the white m-ia, to 
whom be becomes a dependent—a 
slave, indeed, in all hut the name. 

At Kekkerton 'the factor is a Mr. 
Mulch,,,a Scotchman, who for twenty- 
sev-en years has remained wedded to 
his solitary existence. The Blackhead 
station is eontrolted bv Mr. Sheridan, 
a 'German, who has been thirty years 
there. Both hawe ama-sed oonsidera- 
hTe wealth, hut evince no inclination 
to return to the outer world, with all 
the marvdls of science and art'which 
have marlred the advancement'Of the 
last generation. Every two 'years a 
•whaling steamer from Scotland visits 
them, hringing supplies for them and 
th'eir Esquimau Mlowel-s and 'remov¬ 
ing the stocks oT 'Whale'oil, ■whalebone, 
hides, ivory and other ■articles-Of trade 
accnmulated in the Tn'eantime. 

"With these seTf-tociled settlers 
money has no 'mearirng, "Ev-erything 
Is'done'by hartar; eimry'service paid 
for with a fragment rtf 'inn or 'a pound 
of hiscuit. The profits ''f 'the venture 
go to the credit Of fheir accounts in 
Aberdeen, where the prodirets are 
marketed, and, possib'ty, tVhen beyond 
their labor, these two reeluse' may 
make their way back 'to civilization 
to monrn the lost ad-vantagesThey are 
now too old to en.toy. 

Tltey live in frame houses, the only 
ones besides the clergyman’s in that 
northern land.. They fare on canned 
foods, eked out with venison from the 
musk ox of the interi-or or stealc from 
the whales captured, a by no means 
unappetizing dish. But they are not 
averse to the raw seal, hear a'nd wal¬ 
rus which Esquimaus affect tor no 
man can niaitain his strength more 
than a season or two in that latitude 
without consuming large q'nantities of 
raw fat rUeat.—Montreal Star.

A FIRE THAT'wON'T GO OUT, j 

Phenptpenpn Exhibited at Railyvay ' 
Statipn in Scptland, | 

It is not generally Icnown that In i 
Scotland not more than three miles j 
out of Glasgow, there Is a fire raging 
at a railway station, which has been 
going Qrt for months, and, notwith¬ 
standing that tons of water have been 
poured upon this insidious fire, it can 
not be put out. It seems incredible. . 
but it is nevertheless true. The de¬ 
tails are as follows; 

Several months ago a waste piece of i 
ground close to the ztation was want- i 
ed by the railway company as a siding. , 
The level of this ground was too low. ' 
so truckloads of refuse were ‘‘dnuiijcd " | 
on it to bring it to the necessary level, i 
A large proportion of this refuge con-! 
sisted of rotting vegetation, and in the i 
conrse of a little time li Ir^at-j-l to I 
such an extent that con-ljustiou 'cc 
in and started not only a siui'blerinn | 
fire, but flames actually hurst through 
the ground. i 

Attempts were made to quell this 
fire, and it was thouqlit. .aft.n’ .-'ev'er;;! ■ 
weeks of hard work and tons of water, j 
that it had been put out. Wnat was 
the surprise, however, to see it hr ak 
out afresh in another place and nearer , 
the nation. Fears then began to be ! 
felt for the safety of the station build- . 
ings, especially as the main doable ; 
line to Important coast and country ; 
towns led tlirough it. ! 

Fresh energy was then brought to ■ 
bear, and much more water was pour¬ 
ed on this fire, which seemed to have | 
its stronghold in the bowels of th>3 
earth, but from the volume of ste'-ni j 
and smoke issuing from iti'anmerahl-! ! 
crevices it was seen that the fire tleni-' 
on was resisting all efforts and w-is | 
slowly creeping nearer and nearer to 
the foundations of the railway station. | 

It was now whispered and soon be- I 
came known that the station had orig-1 
inally been built upon a sort of -hale, 
which came out of the mines in th'3 
near neighborhood years ago. These 
shale mounds have baan known to.take 
years burning right through, and the 
stench from them is anything but i 
r-leasant. j 

Xow, when it became known that 
the fire referred to was gr;’dually eat- ■ 
ing its way to the foundations of the ; 
station, a mild sort of alarm began to | 
be felt, not only by tne railway co;n-. 
pany, but the aristocratic pas'-engers j 
■who daily use this suburban statien. : 
For the mines "have been wmrked out, 
and hundreds of beautifnl villas have 
arisen out of their ashesr—to speak. 

The fire gained ground every day., 
until by and "by it reached beneath one 
of the platforms, .Tad any day there¬ 
after might be seen the novelty of a 
crowd of people waiting on a platform 
from the chinks and crevice': of which 
were arising in man'y places jets of 
steam from the fire ■oelow. Such a 
volume of water was kept continually 
playing upon it that actual flames 
were prevented from sTiowing above 
ground; but any casual observer could 
see the evidence of the great Tieat 
below. 

In time it -was observed that the 
foundations of the station were .set¬ 
tling and cracking and t-wistin.g in 
many place’, and all sorts of efforts 
had to be resorted to to keep the 
buildings from bein.g permanentlv in¬ 
jured. At this present moment, as 
these lines are being penned, the fire 
has reached under the main line of the 
track and it is one of the curiosines 
of the neighborhood to see the jets of 
.steam and smoke issuing from be¬ 
tween the sleepers. 

It is a foregone conclusion that the 
fire cannot be extinguished, and it is 
being left to have its own sweet way 
and burn itself out. 'When this will 
happen nobody knows, as there is a 
large part of the foundation of the sta¬ 
tion not yet reached; and as this has 
been going on for many months, it is 
quite probable that tbH fire in the 
bowels of the earth will go on sapping 
under the station until the buildings 
tumble about the passengers’ ears.— 
Tit-Bits.

Always confine cows ,n a stable to 
be milked. It is better than having 
them chase one another around the 
yard, 

Have the stable clean, and have th@ 
cow clean, or you can’t get clean millc. 
Lime and whilitewa.sh for walls and 
posts is a good thing. Land plaster 
is a good absorbent in the stable, 

Before commencing to milk, brush, 
all loose dirt from the sides and 
udder of the cow. 

After a little manipulation of the 
teats and udder, the milk is ready to 
“come down.” Then is the time to 
take it, and do nm ilelay. 

Milk as rapidly as po'.ssjfio -sviihout 
irritating or worrying the cows. 

No definite rule can he given a.s to 
how teat.s should be !’..a:ulL d in milk¬ 
ing, an cows difi'er and IianiLs differ so 
much; but lie sure of oiu thing, please 
the eow' if pos-jiblo. 

There should always be a friendly 
feeling between ihe cow and the 
milker and milker.s should not ha 
changed if it.can be avoided. 

Always milk in the same order and 
at the same time of day. 

When it comes a cow’s turn to be 
milked, she knows it, and expects 'si: 
and wants to be milked. 

If you disappoint her and milk half 
a-n hour later, the chances are that 
you will get less and poorer milk 
than if you milked at the proper time. 

Always milk the cow dry before 
leaving her, do not continue stripping 
her after the milk is all drawn. 

If part of the milk is left at eada 
milking of the udder, nature will soon 
stop providing it because it is not 
taken. 

The last milk drawn from a cow !i.s 
much richer tha'u the first. The last 
quart usually contains more than 
three times as much butter fat as the 
first. 

Milking should he done ■with clean, 
dry hands.

- Charles Mason, 

Charles Mason died at his home 
on Main street last Wednesday 
morning, after an illness which 
has confined him to the house for 
the past year during -which time 
he has gradually failed in health, 
Ho was 77 years of age and one of 
the oldest and best known rest- 
Ueuts of Bethel, 

Belonging to the Mason family 
which has so long beep prominent 
in this town, he had a large circie 
of friends and acquaintances au , 
stood high in the esteem of all. 
His death was not unexpected. A 
widow and a family of devoted 
children survive him. A kind 
father, a friend to all, a good citi¬ 
zen, the community mourns with 
the immediate family his death. 
The deceased was the son of the 
late Ayers Mason, who lived to a 
ripe old age on the intervale farm 
just below Bethel village, now oc 
cupied by the widow of -.he late 
Wm. W. Mason, a brother of the 
deceased, Mr. Mason was born in 
Bethel Jan. 17 . 1727 , anil married 
Melissa M., daughter of the late 
Ezra T, JEtussell. He was a man 
active in the affairs of the town 
for many years. He and the late 
Col. Clark B. Edwards were in 
business together here for some 
time, and later Mr. Mason conduct¬ 
ed a general store alone. Borne 12 
years ago he retired from active 
business, although he continued to 
look after his real estate and other 
property interests which required 
considerable attention. He owned 
valuable tracts of timberiauds in 
the Umbagog lake region from 
;vhich he cut much timber. This 
land was later sold. 

Mr. Mason has served as town 
clerk and as treasurer, and has 
been one of the assessors of our vil¬ 
lage corporation for several terms. 
He has long been connected in va 
rious ways with the Bethel Savings 
bank and at the time of his death 
was a member of its investigating 
committee. He was prominently 
connected with the Universalist 
parish here, and for many years 
and at the time of his decease whs 
one of the parish trustees. • Ho was, 
much interested in .’tne welfare of 
the church and was one of the 
original members of the parish or¬ 
ganization when it was formed in 
1847 . 

In politics he was a Republicao 
and was at all times interested in 
the party work. He leaves five 
children, Addle L., the wife of Levi 
Greenleaf, Esq., an attorney of 
Portland; Grace G., the wife of 
Tom E. Hastings of this place; 
Fannie M., who resides at home; 
Chas. A. Mason who for many 
years has been-in the south and 
west engaged in engineering and 
surveying, ana Harry E. Mason of 
Portland. The deceased was the 
last ourvivor of three brothers, the 
other two being William W.,-and 
Oliver H., who for many ye'ars 
were among the most active and 
prominent business men of Bethel. 
One sister, the wife of Setk Wal¬ 
ker ol this place, survives bimi 
and one, the wife of the late Oqi. 
Clark .S. Edwards, died March 9' 
1885 . 

The funeral was held from the 
Unlversalist church Friday after¬ 
noon under iMa.sonic auspices. 
There was a profusion of flowers 
including tributes from many in¬ 
dividuals and organizations. 
There were o|rerlngs from the 
Bethel Lodge, F. and A. M*; the 
trustees of Gould’s Academy, of 
which board the deceased was a 
meipber Land ladies of the Uuiver* 
Ballst society. The services were 
conducted by Rev. A. D. Colson, 
assisted by Rev. F, E. Barton, 
Two of the five living children of 
the deceased were not present,— 

Mr. Charles A. Masons who is in 
the West and could not be imme¬ 
diately reached, and Mrs. Levi 
Greepleaf of Portland, who Is sefi- 
bh.'sly ill at the Hospital In that 
city. The services were impres¬ 
sive and the large Httendauce 
showed to some extent the high 
regnrd In which the deceased wa.s 
held.

But this season 
these operations are largely, 
through contractors, the company 
having only a few camps under its 
own charge. Its cut this season is 
estimated at something like 86,000,- 
000 feet which is some 16 , 000,000 
less than the usual cut. The com¬ 
pany will, howevef^j use as much 
or more lumber as usual but will 
car it on from Canada for winter 
use and have it landed at its mills.

She 
weighed only 6%, pounds, and partook 
of all the characteristics of her par¬ 
ents. 

Her father -weighed 150 pounds and 
her mother only 115 pounds. 

The father died when Miss Carter 
was 13, and she has since made her 
home with her mother, to whom, in 
many senses of the word, she is a “big 
help.” The child’s gain in weight 
was only normal until' she was a year 
old, hut from that moment to tha 
present her physical progress ha.s 
been of the most remarkable charac¬ 
ter. 

At the age of 20 months she weigh¬ 
ed 65 pounds and made a substantia] 
lapful for a mother, who could boast 
only 116 pounds.

diameter, the cieft or split into which 
to set the cions may be made -with a, 
heavy pruning knife; if larger, the 
grafting knife sold at the seed stores 
should be used. To strike the knife, 
a mallet will be needed; a convenient 
one is a bit of hard wood about eigh-i 
teen inches long, largest at one end;'

A w'edge of hard wood, with which to 
open the cle'rt, completes the outfit, 
so far as tools are concerned.

The best 
material for covering is grafting wax, 
which, should he prepared beforehand. 
GRAFTING WAX. 

Melt together, in an iron vessel, 
common rosin, four parts; beeswax, 
two parts; and tallow, one part. Melt 
the tallow and wax together first, 
then add the rosin, broken into small 
lumps; keep over a moderate fire, stir¬ 
ring occasionally with a stick until 
all Is completely melted. This is most 
: conveniently used in the form of 
waxed cloth or paper. Cloth for this 
the 1 Pi-BT®®® 1® from a calico dress, or an 
old sheet, tliat has been washed and 
worn until it is very tender. Tear 
this Into strips two inches wide, and 
of any convenient length. The strips 
are to be rolled upon a stick about 
six inches long, to serve as a handle, 
rolling it at one end of the stick, add¬ 
ing one piece after another, until the 
roll is about three Inches in diameter, 
and tying to keep it from unrolling 
with a bit of the thread ravelled from 
the cloth. These rolls are placed in 
the melted, hot wax, until they are 
completely soaked through. When 
bubbles of air no longer come from 
the rolls, it shows that the cloth is 
filled with w,ax. The rolls are now 
removed and hung, by means of a 
string or wire attached to their wood¬ 
en handles, in some warm place, next 
to or over the stove, to drain, catch¬ 
ing the drippinifs in the vessel. When 
all dripping has ceased, hang the 
foils in a cool place if the opera 
tion has been well done, the Strips 
may be readily removed from the 
roll, as wanted, and torn in pieces of 
convenient size for use. Keep the

After the cions are set, as In figure 3, 
the exposed or wounded parts of both 
stock and cion must be covered and 
protected from the weather. Tear off 
a piece of the waxed cloth, large 
enough to go around the top of the 
stock twice. Let its edge project far 
enough above the top of the stock to 
bend over and completely cover the 
wound. Cover the tops of the cions 
with small hits of the waxed cloth, and 
If there is any other cut surface, not 
covered, apply the waxed cloth, and 
rub and press It in close contact to 
exclude the air. In working with the. 
waited cloth, the fingers should he 
greased with a lump of 'tallow kept for 
the purpose. When one layer of wax¬ 
ed cloth is applied over another, a 
little working with the warm fingers 
will cause the two to unite and form 
a complete protection, A basket of 
siiitiible size, with a hook to hang it 
upon a branch of the tree, will be 
found very convenient in which to 
place the various tools and the ma¬ 
terials reiiuired in grafting.
